Vancouver, July 16. — Sir Geo. Baden 
Powell and Dr. Dawson, British couimis- 
sioncrs for the B'jhring Sea investigation, 
accompanied by their secretaries, Mr 
Ashley Fronde and Mr. W. Macoun, nr 
rived iu the private car "Cumberland,' 
to-day. A World reporter hud the follow 
owing interview with Sir George : 

"Our invcatigaliun," he naid, "•nil 
he kept up until, by tlie scul eeaaon clo-iing 
we are obliged to desist. That will be Bonio 
time iu Ootolmr, and by then, I presume 
wo will have been able to uci|uir« u good 
deal of infurniation on the subject." 

" Will you work in unison with tho t'om- 
iniasioners appointed by the (Jovornnient of 
tho United States?" was asked. 

"That all depends,'' ho replied, " at pr 
sent we do noi know where, or when, wo 
■will meet the gentUmen appointed by the 
American (Jovennuent, but 1 have already 
telegraphed them stating that we will be 
happy to meet them at any suitable time 
and plaoe. As yet wo have received no re 
ply, but expect oiio before we leave. My 
ideii is, that wo will each go ground in our 
own way, and get all tho data we can, and 
then hare occasional meetings to compare 
notes and discuss matters in general. It 
may b«, too, that we will present a joint 
re|)ort ; but of coursett cannot say anything 
detinile about that until I have seen them." 

" Do you anticipate any diliicully in tho 
way of an amicable settlement of the Beh- 
ring Sea matter, as between Great Britain 
and the United States?'! 

" I do not. Of course, you understand 
we are here us comuiieaidnera, not as arbi 
trators ; but I think as soon as we are able 
to prescn t our report, tho matter will be 
closed up. If the United States means 
l.usiiu i^.s tliis time, and wo liave every rea 
son to believe they ilo, tlii-n llie arbitrat-ors 
court shoulil be convened either in Novem 
licr or early in DcccnilKr, and you will 
tlien, I hope, see the queslioa (juicUly set- 
tled." 

" How fur docs the scope of your intjuiiy 
extend ': " 

" Our powers are practically unlimited. 
That is, our reporting nc-wcrs. We do not, 
you understand, go into tlie (piestion of the 
old seizures, or attempt to gather any in- 
formation relative to the olil disagree- 
niculs; but, outside of that, we are commis- 
sioned to make the fitllest possible inquiries, 
and our report will be based on what wo 
find out. Vou see, we have a good deal of 
ground to cover, and we cannot afford to 
lose a day." 

"How will you proceed iu getting j'our 
information '! ' 

"I think it will be easy enough," replied 
Sir (ieorge; "wliile wo have power to com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses and 
make them give evidence under oath, 
I think our ends will be much better served 
by going at it In another way. I look upon 
this Commission as being one that is insti- 
tuted in the interests ot the Canadian sealing' 
schooner owners, and all oonccrned in 
the industry. Consequently, I do not 
think we will have any difficulty in 
getting all the information we want, 
and wo will be much more likely to 
get hold of new ideas from voluntary wit- 
ncssea thin wo would be should we summon 
them to give evidence on oath. Then, 
whea they are talking to us, they can te 1 
ns of rumors, etc , which we can afterwards 
investigate, and thus aid the eiH|uiry very 
nnicli. " 

"As to the com]jensati<ui ? " asked the 
World. " I)j yuu fi-el at liberty to fay 
anything about tlie probaljle imlconie nl the 
demands or claims of ("an«di.in owners of 
sealing schooners for ooin])enHatioii ? " 

Sir George's rcjdy was brief, but em- 
phatic. "1 can assure you that the interest 
of every British and Canadian .lubjeol will be 
protected, and the principle of grantiui; 
them just C(Mn[)eiisatioii for any reasonalde 
and actuiil lo.s.'-cs sustained by them, owing 
to tlic action of tUe government, will be 
fully recognized. We have yet to hear 
what our Canadiun sealing vessel owners 
hare to S!\y, but, 1 am sure, the matter will 
be fairly repiesciited to the home govern- 
ment, and such .action will be taken as will 
doubtless satisfy our friends that we aire 
willing to fully protect llicni. " 

.Sir George did not say whether the re- 
[lorl he »iid Dr. Dawson would make would 
be the one on which the compensation to the 
Caiiadinn sealers would be lucecd. It is pro- 
bable, though, tint this will bo tho cose. 

Spouking of Ur. Dawson, he said : " I am 
glad the Canadian Government recommend- 
ed to the Crown, to oot m my colleague in 
this investigation, so able and so thorough a 
^gentleman as Dr. Dawson. He is just t he 
kind of a colleague I wanted. You see we 
expect to have quite a lot of hard work be- 
fore wo get through, ond may often have to 
pursue our investigations in open bouts, 
away from our ship, etc. Dr. Dawson will, 
therefore, have a good deal of bard work to 
do. and he is ]u»l the one I wanted along 
with me- -one never afraid to do liis share." 

At '2 o'clock the Itoyal coinndssiouera 
were waited upon in tlie saloon of the 
steamer Danube, and the following address, 
«n behalf of tbo sealing ves.sel owners of 
Vancouver, was read by Mayor Oppen- 
heimer, chairman of tho deputation ; — 
To Sir Georf/r Uadfii J'oirr/I, K.C.MJ!., 
M.P., and George Duirson, D.S., 
F.a.S. : 

SlBH— I hare much pleasure in introduc- 
ing to you a deputation appointed by a 
meeting of gentlemen intocested in the 
sealing business, h(d(l yesterday, nnd I hope 
that they may be abit to place their views 
before you in Buoh a plain and convincing 
manner as shall secure your powerful in- 
fluence, in fa\'or of the the important in- 
terest represented by them. I am proud to 
aay that no part of Her Majesty's 
dominions con show more loyal and 
law - abiding subjects than British 
Columbia, or which would bo prciiurcd to 
make more grievous a«.criflces to ensure the 
integrity ami safety of the JMiiiiirc, and iu 
uonsequeace we look to tho Iinperial Gor- 



erument to pi'otect nnd foster those Indus- 
iric.i wliich are esaeutiil to our progress and 
development. As you are no doubt well 
aware, this is the first year in which a sell- 
ing ileet has been built, owned and equipped 
by residents in Vancouver, though liie ven- 
ture has been large'y engaged in by Victoria 
for a number of years. Five sealing schoo- 
ners and one steamer were built here 
specially for the work, which cost 
with the full complement of stores, not less 
than $110,t!00, all of which capital was sub- 
scribed here. These vessels all left port 
within the last three months, and in some 
instances could barely have reached tko 
sealing ground when the order was issued 
prohibiting sealing during the present 
season. - Cduaequently you will see that the 
owners have been most seriously prejudiced, 
and what promised to be » source af em- 
ployment to our men and profit to the em- 
ployers, has been completely destroyed. 
This is a mutter of very serious moment to so 
young a port; as this, and we must 
respectfully, but at the same time emphati- 
cally, beg to siibtnit that we consider com- 
pensation should he awarded for the losses 
which have been inflicted on us, iu the in- 
terests of the entire nation. TIad any in- 
tiiiiiition been afforded by the Iinperial Gov- 
ornnieiit tliat such a course of action iia 
that taken by it was meditated, ihe ships 
which have been aunt out would never have 
been built, or would havo been detained, 
an<l a large proportion of the loss which 
will ensue would have been avoided, 
liut no such intimKtiou was given, 
anil they were allowed to fit 
out and clear for liehring .Sua, 
at a time when tho arraiigcmcnta for 
pi'cnnulgating the order iiuisi have been 
ncaring completion. In this matter wc; 
feel that the Imperial tioyvernmeiit has not 
acted towards us with that consideration 
and care for our interests which our posi- 
tion deserved, and to which, as British sub- 
jects, we feel we are entitled. The unfor- 
tunate conlrorersy regarding fishing rights 
iu Behring Sea, und tho subsequent action 
of the Imperial Government, havo pressed 
more hardly on this province than on any 
other portion of the Empire, and we think 
you will agree with us that the 
case of Vancouver presents greater 
elements of hardship than those of any 
other. It is with the intention of placing 
this fact more clearly before you that theso 
gentlemen are here to-day. We know that 
you take a deep interest in the progress 
and well bciag of this city and province, 
and wo are glad to know that tlie Homo 
government has not been slow to recognize 
your ability to deal with the question at 
issue, having appointed you coinmmissioucr 
to Bchring's Sea, We feel SAtislied that 
you will do whatever lies iu 
your powi.r to obtain relief for 
the intercuts which are suH'ering and 
to assist and encourage an industry which 
is likely to prove most bencli.-ial to this 
country. I will not detail further, but ask 
that you will be pleased to lie.u' the views 
of the doputiition now present. Yours re- 
B])ectfully, 1). Ori'iiSiiKiMKK, 

: Chairman. 
\l the conclusion of this address, tho sec- 
rctaiy, .Mr. :\. \l. B. .MctJowan, presented 
the nicniorial which iip|)cars above. Sir 
(ienrgeaml Dr. Dawson both expressed 
themselves much pleased ut the lucid man- 
ner in which the matter had been laid be- 
fore them. The former said that so far as 
compensation was concerned, the Imperial 
Parliament would never have taken the 
stand it had except on the distinct under- 
standing that compensation would be given. 
After a t;eneral chat on the subject, the 
deputation withdrew. Mayor Oppenheiiner, 
on behalf of the coimniitee, thanking the 
Commissioners for tlicir kindness.

Tho intention 
of himself and Dr. Dawson is to get plain 
ans«er.-i, from men wdio know -what they 
spu ik of from their own experience, in re- 
ply to plain questions. Hitherto too 
much weight h.as been put upon the 
stuteincuta of men w ho never killed a seal, 
in regard to the /.R't.iils of seal hunting. 

While here, the Gounnissioners will I'c- 
ceivo a>; many " pointers" us poi-sibic in re- 
gard to every phase of tlio question ; then 
they will go over the ground themselves, 
und use their eyes and ears. It is their in- 
tention to secure all theinformationpossiblQ 
from the hunters, and other practical men, 
and though it is a little l<tto ui the season 
for the trip, they are of tho opinion that 
much valuable information can still be 
gathered between now and October, when 
they may be c.i;pecled b.ick. It is the iii- 
tciuinu to iiiflL-t tJic .-Xiaerioan com- 
missioners near tho i'l-ibylofl' Islands, 
though just wdien has not yet 
been decided ; but wlu;tlR'r the investi- 
gations cf the two parlies will bo ciuiductud 
in company ut any time is not yet luiown.

SIR GEOROE DADEN-FOWKLI., M.P. 

The arrival of Sir George Baden-Powell, 
the Commissipner appointed by tho British 
Govornipent to inquire into and report upon 
tho aeuiing.queotion in some of its more im- 
portant Bspeots, us a matter of course ren- 
ders it interesting for the public to know 
something about him. Ho is a compira- 
tively young man, in tho prime of life, and 
one, indeed, who has won his spurs in the 
ureiuie of politics, and as aii economist and 
controversialist lakes high rank. Ho was 
born in 1K17 at O.\ford, where he griidiiated 
in IK7t3 with honors and tho distinction of 
having won tho (.'liancellor'a prize for the 
ICiigliah lOssay. It should be mentioned 
that his father, Rev. li iden-Powoll, profes. 
sor of Geometry in the University, was one 
of the must illustrious couti'ibutora 



to "Essays und Reviews, " which, 
about li.ilf a century ago, cre- 
ated such a ferment iu the religious luul 
eilucationil world. During his ciu'eer at 
Oxford, Mr. Baden-I'owell, who had pre- 
viously travelled in India, Australia, South 
Africa ttud tho Continent, published "New 
Homes for the Old Country," a work which 
is described by the leading literary journal 
as " an Kiicyclopu'dia of Australian knowl- 
edge." 

Having made a careful study of the 
sciences of politica and economics, Mr. 
Budcn-Powell brought out his two standard 
works on political economy, " Protection 
and Bdd Times" und "State Aid and State 
Interference." He next became private 
secretary to Sir George Bowen, Governor of 
Victoria, his Australian experiences leading 
him to {orin strong opinions favorable to 
Imperial unity and Imperial defence. 
Tlu'se have licen in no way modified. In a 
visit to the Westlnidalslands heinveatigatcd 
the Sugar Bounty question; while, tv/o years 
after, he formed one of a commission 
to look into uud report on the general con- 
dition of those colonies. After having, in 
1885, rendered very valiialile ussisianco to 
Sir Charles Warieu, in lio-jhuanaliinil, he 
secured election and rc-elec'ioii totlie House 
of Comuions f(H- the Kirkdule division of 
Liveriiool. The lishery disputes betiveen 
Canada and the United States having at- 
tracted his attention, he crossed the Atlan- 
tic, and wliile on the Pacific const, in lii8(), 
brought to the notice of the British Gov- 
ernment .111(1 the people of the Mother coun- 
try, the diflicultics that were certain to 
arise on account of the peculiar position of 
aflair.s in Behring .Sea. Upon several ocua- 
sioiis, since, he lias made special trips to 
this side to investigate this matter, and, 
everylliing cimsidered, it is prob.ible 
that he is the best selection that the 
home authorities could possibly have miule 
for the delicate and diflicult task with 
which he has been charged. 

Sir George has been spoken of us remark- 
able for his fearlessness ; not only has he 
convictions, but he never hesitates to give 
expression to and, if possible, enforce them. 
In politics he is a Conservative, and though 
he is by no means a mere partizun, he is re- 
garded as being one of the most uccntn- 
pliabed and energetic members of the pre- 
sent Ministerial party. He is sn animated 
and fluent speaker, a forcible and, at times, 
pungent writer, a capital story teller, an 
enthusiastic sportsman and a polished and 
singularly well-informed critic. Taking him 
all in all, he is one of the men of the times, 

DK. DAWSON. 

Dr. G. M. DawEon, who is associated 
with Sir George Badeu-l'owell upon the 
coiumission is a native Caiiailiaii, being a 
son of .Sir William Dawson, (.'haocL:llor of 
McGiU University. Like his fatliei', ho 1k,3 
earned fur himself high distinction as a 
geological investigator, and in every way 
lias been remarkable for the thorough man- 
ner ill which ho has dissharged every duty 
that was devolved upon him. He has been 
largely engaged in tho work of tbo Geolo- 
logical Survey of British Columbia, with 
which he is, perhaps, as well acquainted as, 
if not better than, any other man in the 
service. To the work with which he has 
now been charged, it is certain that ho will 
bring all tlie devotion, the abi.ity aud the 
earnestness of which he is possessed.

London, July l.'i. — The inquest in the re- 
cent salmon poisoning case, when members 
of a prominent family were made very sick 
by eating Columbia River salmon, and one 
of the victims died from tha cfTeota of the 
poi;oD, was resumed to-day. This matter 
hns atti-acted a great deal of attention. 
Counsel and analysts representing the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce ond the grocurs 
and provision dealers association, have 
watched the case on behalf of their 
respective bodies and were piisent 
at the investigation. Dr Lupp, a 
well known analyst and lecturer 
iu the ho.spil.ils on medical jurisprudence, 
testiliirl that he had analyzed the stomach 
of the (le;id boy and touiid it highly iii- 
llauied. lie bad used every possible test 
for mineral or organic poisoning, but, was 
tiii.iblu to find any trace tliereot. He Iwid 
applied the Hiiiiie t^'Sts to tlii; remaining eon- 
tciitsof the eau of salmon, which was suji- 
jioscd to have caused l!ie poisoning, and 
also to the cnnteiits of a full eau 
of the same brand, the results being, in all 
cases, a lailure to liud anything of a ]ioisoii- 
(Uis nature. Witness further testitied that 
it was well-known that canned fruit some- 
times contained an acid poison, derived 
from the materials used in the 
cunning process. But this kind of 
poison -was never louiid iu canned 
meats or lish. The only solution 
of the mystery wliich tlie witness ventured 
to su^'gest, was the presence of ptomaine, a 
rare poison sometimes resulting from de- 
composition of animal mutter. He had 
failed to find any trace of this poison, but it 
might have been present at first and have 
disperjtd in the process of purging 
and retching. At best it was 
a poison difficult to detect. Mr. McCiius- 
land an Ainericin nnd Canadian broker, 
testified that "0(1, ('0(1 cases of sjlnion, equal 
to ."iH.J million cans, are imported niuiuttlly 
into lingluiid. There are occiisional reports 
of poisoning by c-tiined salmon, hut 
in no such instance had this charge 
Ikcen sustained, upon investigation, by facts. 
There wore several Cises of jioisoiiiiig re- 
ccjitly ut R,imsgate, which were said to 
have arisen from citing canned salmnn, 
witness added, but an inquiry proved that 
there was no ])oison in the salmon used. 
After hearing a great deal of .similar evi- 
(leiicti, the jury rendered a verdict of ileatli 
by poisoning, which was ])r<diably due 
to tho salmon, but admitting that 
a Eiiniple of siihnon of aimilir brand obtain- 
ed from tho vendor, was healthful, and ac- 
(|iiiltiiig the vendor cf any bhimo in the 
])rcniises. It is ihnibtful if this verdict will 
reniovc the iirejndico against Columbia 
river salmon, which has been caused by the 
present, and numerous oiher ca.'^es of poismi- 
ing, apparently from eating thi.s class of 
food.

FIRE AT MOUNT VEENON, WASH. 

The town of Mount Vernon, in Sliagit- 
connty, V^'asllington, wus almost totally 
destroyed by fire, early Monday morning- 
The VVashinKloii hotel, fifteen bnsinesB 
houses and two residences were burned to 
the ground, und only the utmost vigilunco^ 
and the fortunate presence of the steniner 
Henry Bailey, whose assistance aided eo 
niateriully to check the flames, saved the 
entire business portion of tho town from be- 
inn reduced to iiuliea. 

It was about 1 iliO o'clock in the morning 
when the entire population of Mount Ver- 
non was aroused from slumber by the idurni 
of fire, and soon the streets were alive with 
excitedpeople hurrying to the scene of dan- 
ger. The fire originated in the Washing- 
ton hotel, and almost before tho inmates 
could realize the situation, the entire struo- 
tn're was a mass of flames, spreading with 
remarkahle rapidity. The old ^-ooden 
buildings burned like tinder-boxes, and the 
fire did its work bo quickly that but little 
wns saved from the buildings. The loss 
aggregated about $40,000, with a compar- 
atively small amount of|]2 insurance, except, 
on the hotel.

If 
the public are not to reject the unsuppor- 
ted testimony of a man who is known to 
have appropriated other people's money 
to hia own use, and who has shown that 
he is "inclined to rascality,'' whose testi- 
mony are they to reject? We adnut that 
the CTidcnco of u man of bad character 
has some weight wheu it is corroborated by 
the testimony <if honest men, or by cir- 
cumstances, tho tendency and sigiiilicance 
of which cannot be mistaken, hut when it 
is not so supported and when tho witness 
has a strong motive to swear falsoly, his 
testimony is absolutely worthless. Our 
contemporary, in the confused way for 
which it has become remarkable, goes on to 
say — " negative proof of this sort will 
not he sulliciijiit; ilirecl-aiid definite di.sproof 
of the damaging evidenco given is neces- 
sary." Tlio "negative ijroof" in thi-i in- 
stance is tho inability of Murphy to bring 
forward a single fact, a single document, or 
a single witnees to prove tho charge which 
he has made against Sir Hector Laiigoviii 
an.l the Hon. Thomas Mcfireevy. Tho 
" damaging evidence" which the Times de- 
mands to he di'iprored, is simply Owen K. 
Murphy's bare word. It is tho fjilure of 
this appropriator of other men's money, 
this gentleman who has shown himself to be 
" inclined lo rascality," to give evidence in 
suppo: t of his charge, that has evoUo'l the 
sympathy and the protests of the two 
Liberal journ.ils. Perluij).') llie Times will 
tell us how iuch an accusation us that madv 
by Oweu Murphy is to be disproved except 
by the testimony of tho accused man. 
The Times ought to know that 
it is for Murphy to prove, and to prove too 
in the clearest and most convincing manner, 
that the charge he has nuide is true.

" TUB OLORIOUS CLIMATE. " 

A correspondent of tho Poat-Inttlligencer, 
of Seattle, Mr. Ed. H. Hamilton, has 
written a letter to prove that Californians 
are becoming Me^cicanized. It is hia belief 
that the " glorious climate " of California 
enervates the Anglo-Saxon race. He asks : 

"Is tho 'land whore it is always after- 
noon ' producing a race of lotus eaters ? " 
He adda : "There are certainly many iu- 
dicalions which impress themselves upon 
the most casual observers lending lo prompt 
an answer in the aiiirmative." 

He then goes on to compare tho progress 
of San Francisco with cities in the centre 
and on the eastern aide of the cootinent. 
H'e contends that, compared with them, the 
California city is slow, sleepy aud unpro- 
gressive. The buildings in .San Francisco, 
he maintains, aro mean wheu con.pared 
with those of tho cities of the east; its 
streets are in a worse condition, it is not so 
well divided and ita parka aro neglected 
and, ho continues, the " Mexicanized Cali- 
fornian or .Silurian noglocts the opportuni- 
ties of location and moves along waiting to 
be forced into iniprovemeut against his 
will.'' 

Then he reproaches the business men of 
Catiforuia.wilb neglecting their opportuni- 
ties and with allowing the foreigner to take 

trade from under their very im.Si-s, that 
they .-iluiulJ and could mon(jpolii-.e. lie de- 
clares that even the blow Canadians are 
getting ahead of the Califomians, and 
diveiting to Victoria trade that should 
have its centre in San Francisco. He 
credits Eastern men, who have only one 
lung a-i)iece, with developing tho agricultu- 
ral capabilities of California, while the strong 
men born and brought up in t!ie eountiy 
look with sleepy wonder at the changes 
which the energetic invalids froni the East 
are producing. 

Id there any truth in all this, or is it the 
spiteful scolding of a soured man who has 
tried to bettor his cundiliiin in (Mifornia 
and has laile.i Lithe clim.ite of Califor- 
nia and other |)arts of the Pacific Coast 
enervating'; Has ita tendency to nniUo 
men and women physically and intellectual- 
ly lazy '.' Is exertion unpleasant in this 
western region, and will its population de- 
generate when immigration from the ICast 
decreases or ceases altogether '.' The mat- 
ter i.s worth en(|uiiing into. 

We remember that the samo thing was 
H lid of Australians a few yeara ago. The 
croakers declared that tho "Cornstalks" 
are an indolent, plcMsure-loving race, who 
wore fast losing the stamina, they inherited 
from their alunly lOiiglish, Irish and Scotch 
forefathers. As if to contradict this 
lamentation, Australia has sent athletes to 
lOuiope and America who have" beaten tho 
champions of the northsrn hemisphere in 
contests which trieil tho toughne^H of the 
muscles, the strength of the constitution, 
the allying power and the pluck of the coii- 
iLstants to the utmost. 

Tlie struggle for existence has not up to 
this time been ao severe and keen on the 
I'acilio Const aa it has boon In the Old World 
and on tho eastern side of this continent, 
and this fact may have' made tho native 
Californian ajipoar to tho struggler and 
rustler from the east, easy-going ami unen- 
terprising, lint let their energies bo aroused 
liy some adequate cause, and we are greatly 
mistaken if California and the Pacific Coust 
generally, does not prove itself to he as good 
a breeding place for men as'tbore'ls >(ia the 
face of the broad earth. Men who come of 



A good deal is being said and aurniisecl 
about the political efleot of the visit of tho 
Emperor of (Jermany to Kngluud. It is not 
likely that anyone except those immediately 
concerned knows what was said by the 
I'^mperor of Germany on political aubjects 
while he was in England, or what were tho 
views expressed by thoso with whom he 
conversed. There are some subjects on 
which stitesmen are exceedingly reticent, 
and this appears lo be ono of them. It lius 
hitherto been impossible to get a definite 
answer from menjbers of the Government to 
questions put to them in Parliament relative 
to the political significance of the ICnipcror 
William's visit. The general impression 
seems to he that it had a political object, 
and that that object w.a3 to bring Germany 
into closer relations with Great lirituin. 
Many persons believe that this will 
be one of tho conse(|uence3 of his visit. 
People have, somehow, got it into tlieir 
heads that if the triple alliance has not been 
made, or will nol soon be maile, aquailruplc 
alliance. Great Britain, in tho event of a 
ICuropean war, will bo found on the same 
side lis Germony, Austria and Italy. \A hut 
ground there is for this belief it is difficult 
to say, but it is in the air, so to speak, and 
general impressions like these, though they 
may be misty ami vague, are more sub- 
stantial than the ilreams of mere visionaries, 
and more reliable than tho creations of the 
imaginations of special correspondents. It 
is evident that England and Germany aro 
now on tho very best terire, and it is equal- 
ly clear that a good understanding between 
them will make for the continuance 
of peace in Europe. It is now be- 
liaved that the Emperor of Germany 
sincerely desires peace, and it is 
well-known that Great Britain is 
averse to war. What can be more natural 
than that the Emperor und tho British 
I'rime Mini.^ter, in a quiet talk which Ihey 
may have had at Hatfield, the oiher day 
agreed to stand by one another in keeping 
peace in Europe? The knowledge that 
Great Britain has joined the European police 
force wi'l be likely to curb the ambition of 
Kussin, and be a restraint on the restlesa- 
ne«s of France. ^Vith middle Europe and 
(Jreat liritiin determined to maintain peace 
and to act together, if peace should be wan- 
tonly broken, tho great nations of the ex- 
treme east and the weat would find it hard 
to withstand so formidable a coTrlbination. 

If, then, tho result of the Emperor's visit 
to England will be to efTect some such com- 
bination aa this, we do not think that it 
will be regarded with disapproval by the 
people of Great Britain, or that the inhabi- 
lantsiof jthe rest of the world will have any 
cause ii^t'omplaiu of its outcome.

HlB Yacht Heaaea for Norway-He Thanks 
tba Britlib People. 

LoNDoy, July 14.— Tho Duke of Con- 
iiauglit, wliilo at Portsmouth, to-day, read 
a telegram from Leith, from Emperor Wil- 
liam, in which tho Emperor said : "I call- 
not leave the hbsnitable shores of this cjjuii- 
try without thanking you and othoM for 
tho very warm and cordial reoeptton ex- 



tended to myself and the Empress " Tho 
Duke of Connuught addedt " When I ac- 
oompanicd tlie Emperor to the station, yes- 
terilay evening, ho said ho felt that for a 
foreigner like himself it Was difficult to im- 
agine why he bad been accorded suob a 
heiirty welcome. He knew it was not so 
miioli for himself as for the grandson of the 
Queen." , 

The Emperor of Germany reached Leith 
this morning. He was received by tho 
mayor and a number of other oflicials, and 
was largely cheered by tho largo crowd as- 
Hcnihled. Upon ret uiiiing from the Forth 
bridge, llic llolion/.ollcrn, iiaviiig tho Ein- 
])cror on board, pussed Leith on her way to 
Norway. Warnhips in Leith harbor fired a 
■oyal salute as the imperial yacht passed out 

to 60.1. 

SMOTHERED BY SNOW. 

Prospectors from Arizona Overtaken by a 
LandsUilo and tiiflr Lives 
Snufffd Out. 

Rico, Cob, July 14.— Thomas Anderson, 
who has been prospecting on the west 
branch of the Dolores river, brings a striinge 
story of a discovery made near the head- 
waters of the stream. He and his partner 
started out last fall to tUoroughly prospect 
that part of the nioantains, bnildinit a house 
so that they could remain there all winter 
in order to get into tho valley before the 
melting snows would permit them to cross 
the range in the spring. 

Spring has been unusutUy warm, with 
much rain, anil the snow at tho head of the 
gulcli was melted and washed out for the 
Hrst time in many years. While working 
their way up to the canyon they were sur- 
prized to lind a huniun skull. No other 
bones were near it, and they concluded that 
it hail been washed liown from above and 
continued thtir search. High up on the 
side of the mountain they noticed an offset 
which was shadowtd by a huge overhanging 
rock. 

Here thoy found four whole human skele- 
tons and one to which tlie head belonged. 
A full c«nip outfit was found, but there was 
nothing to show the idi-iility of the dead. 
The men ha<l e.'idently been caught in a 
siiowslide many years ago, for no one in the 
country had ever heard of the missing party. 
The fact that the tdothing hod completely 
rotted away indicates tho length of time the 
bodies hkve lain there. 

In the camp were found live old-fashioned 
cap and ball guns, cooking utenaila, knives, 
S'27 in silver and one $1:0 gold piece. It is 
thought these are the remains of a band of 
men who are said to have started north 
from Arizona in 1S65, and who were sup- 
posed to have been killed by the Indians. 
They hod evidently made their winter's 
camp under the big rock and had been 
smothered by snow many years ago. 

SLAIN BY THE TYKAKT. 

Chilian Citizens Shot Down in Defiance of 
the Ilijilier Court. 

Wa.siii.noton, July 14. — Antonio Verna, 
one of the Chilian insurgent representa- 
tives, now here, has a very rabid communi- 
cation in to-day '.s Post, in answer to the 
Evening Star's Santiago correspondent. It 
.says in part : " The article in the Star, in 
defence of Balmaoeda, okilfully conceals 
real facts and adroitly Dnipliasizea every 
])os3ible point in Balmaceda's behalf with 
the evident intention of misleading the 
puHlic mind. There are indications that 
the lellers have been iloctoied in this coun- 
try. When the correspondent ilisciilpates 
the criiue of lialmacerla for shooting in tho 
public square of a group of soldiers as de- 
serters, she is careful not to mention what 
was so notoriously true, that these 
unfortunate men had been dragged from 
their homes and firesides and forced, aguin.st 
their will, to oear arms in aid of the tyrant. 
Carried by brute force to the ships, they 
were there penned up like cattle in the be- 
lief that they would at l.wt becomn tract- 
able enough to serve the dictator's am- 
bitious ends. Inspired by tlio loftiest sen- 
timent of patriotism, they naturally em- 
braced the first opportunity to escape. 

"They were captured and appealed to 
the courts. A decision was rendered, and 
by decree of the bigliest tribunal in Chili it 
was declared that these men were umler no 
obligation to serve in the army. Disre- 
garding the decree of the court, lialmaceda 
interposed his bloody hand and men w ho re- 
presented the foremost families of republi- 
can wealth, station and intelligence, were 
brutally shot down, absolutely murdered in 
the public square. This is the deed which 
the w riter of the letter endeavors to justify 
and e.vcusi. In willful mendacity she avoids 
the truth and seeks to palliate a crime 
which will forever be a stain upon the clos- 
ing years of the niueteenth century. 

" 'J'heso martyrs to freedom on whom l!al- 
macoda glutted his revenge, will live in the 
hearts of all true men while tlie tyrant and 
his 8ii[)])ortcr8 w ill be handed down to pos- 
terity as cui.scs to linnianity. Tho I'ost 
will be solicited to publisli the various let- 
tors from & Chilian daughter t? ber father, 
giwhg a Irutb/ul and confidential statement 
of what she had witnessed. It would be 
very unsafe for the young lady if any one, 
friendly to the dictator, came into possess- 
ion of ilie name, for it would be wired 
througli to r.almaceda, and the poor girl 
and her fuinily would sulTer tho conso* 
quences. The vengeance of the tyrant 
would be foarfuL"

Startling and Singnlur Forms of Insanity 
. Dofoloped in People Otherwiso Appar- 
L ently Sane— It Is Hard to Detect 

and BUnenit to Cure. 
I 

' IsTot longr ago an old man, loolcing 
like a rich, retired merchant or banker, 
wiilkfd into the office of one of the 
foremost publisliinf,' houses of Nov? 
York and aslced to see the head of the 
linn. Tliat g-entU'inan reoo^nized hit 
caller as a man who twenty years age 
had been the junior member of a great 
Wall street firm. He also remembered 
that the senior member had been one 
o£ kincoln's most trusted advisers in 
linaneial matters. The ex-banlier said: 
"Yoti will remember tliat my partner, 
who died about si.\ months ago, was 
very prominent during the civil war. 
Everyone in New York knows that 
Lincoln many times followed his coun- 
sel. Now, I have in my possession 
papers and memoranda showing how 
very much Lincoln was Indebted to 
him. This information is of a deeply 
interesting, and, I might say, of a 
startling character. I thought, per- 
haps, we might make some arrange- 
ment to write a memoir. I feel certain 
that it would pay, besides being a fair 
tribute to my friend and throwing muclt 
light on history." 

The ex-banker went on to tell that 
he had proof that his partner drew the 
original draft of the emancipation 
: jiroclamation, besides doing many other 
- things of vital importance. The pub- 
lisher was delighted, and made arrangc- 
-ments for a writer to call at tlie e.\- 
banker's house on a certain day and be- 
gin work. The publi.slier talked witli 
the ex-banker for an hour or more, and 
they separated, equally well pleased. 
At the appointed time the writer called 
and began to discuss the forthcoming 
book. After some time the e.x-banker 
said: 

"There is one thing I have not yet 
told you; ana It Is the most important 
,of all." His voice sank to a mj-sterious 
whisper: "My partner assassinated Jlr. 
Lincoln." 

"Ifo," said the writer, drawing baclc 
and looking at the ex-banker in an as- 
tonisliod way. 

"Yes," said the ex-banker, "ho killed 
him." And then he proceeded to relate 
a wild and rambling story. The writer 
questioned him, and was soon satisfied 
that he was stark mad. On all other 
subjects he, was perfectly sane. On this 
one of his partner's connection with the 
Lincoln administration he was insano- 
Instances of this kind arc not uncom- 
mon, and yet it is a form of insanity 
that is almost incurable, and is liable 
to become dangerous at any time. It 
was this form of mania that possessed 
Dougherty, who murdered Dr. Lloyd. 
Generally, however, it is content with 
manufacturing a great hoax and stir- 
ring up an excitement. 

A few years a<,'o the police of New- 
ark had an experience of this kind, 
about which they decline to talk even 
yet. One day a man of respectable ap- 
pearance walked into police liead- 
quarters at Newark and said: "I am a 
V, dry goods merchant from Chicago. I 
' was passing through here and stopped 
off at the station. 1 had r, valise witli 
twenty-seven thousand dollars in bills 
in it. I left the valise on a seat in the 
■ waiting room while I stepped out for a 
moment. When I came back it was 
gone. 1 am fortunately not entirely 
without nil ini'y, as 1 happened to liave 
a few hundred iloUars in my poclci't." 

Tlic police wcri' at first inclined to 
doubt, but when the man told of two 
men who had followed him from Chica- 
go, and acted suspiciously, the chief 
\v;;s interested. Ho ordered diligent 
searcli f.ir the robbers. Circumstances 
came up which verified the man's story, 
and the result was a great hue and cry. 
Tin- man went to a hotel to await de- 
velopments. He spent his (nvn money 
freely, and enooin-aged the police in 
everyway. Several days passed. Tlie 
story and the descriptions of the sup- 
posed r(>l)bers were tidegraphed all over 
the country. Would-be detectives in 
small towns made arrests. The news- 
papers were full of it and the mystery 
grew eacli day. Finally the man from 
Chicago took one of the duteetivcs aside 
. and said to him: 

* "Perhaps I should hfive explained one 

feature of this case sooner. It may 
luive an important bearing. TIic fact 
is 1 am .IcijUs Christ. 1 think these rob- 
bers may have been the devil in dis- 
guise." 

The detectives stared at him and then 
called in other detectives, who put the 
man under arrest. At first it was 
thought tliat the loss of the money had 
turned his liead. But it at last came 
out that aside from the fact 
j^'ok he was a Chicago merchant tho 
"^'story was false in every particular. 
The police were enraged, and locked 
the hoaxer in an asylum as soon as pos- 
sible. Tliey still remember the great 
laugh that arose all over the country. 
I Inspector Hyrnos tells a story of the 
same nature. A mereliant who lives 
. Jjerc and is reputed as sane as anyone 
, , could be Clime to him one day and said 
that his wife was being annoyed by 
'lumonymous letters from a woman who 



was trying to blackmail him. Ho went 

on to tell all about the contents of tho 
letters, and the inspector began to feel 
greatly interested in the case, which ho 
realized was diincult. At length he 
said: 

"I can see only one way. We must 
bring this woman face to face with 
your wife." 

"No, no," said the merchant, "that 
would never do. You see my wife is a 
wiuiderful woman. Slie can read peo- 
ple's thoughts. .She can look right into 
my mind and see what is going on 
there. All she has to do is to take liold 
of my great toe. Then she reads my 
tlioughts." 

The inspector caught on at once and 
ri-marked that this was a strong objec- 
tion, lie got rid of the man as soon as 
possible and never saw him again. As 
he is still tloing business, it is supposed 
that lie k'ceps his craze to himself and 
earefnlly guards his feet from his wife. 

One day a man rushed into police 
lieadf[tiarters much excited. He was 
deaf and dumb, lie seemed almost 
prostrated with terror. Alter tliey had 
calmed him a little, he explained that 
ho had boon robbed of four thousand 
dollars by some men, who had thrown 
him down and nearly choked him to 
death. The inspector had a searching 
examination made, and after a day or 
two jirovetl conchisively by the man's 
friends that he had not been robbed, 
and that lu' was not oven deaf and 
dumb. The inspector was not plea.scd 
at having this sort of a trick played 
upon him. So he sat the man down in 
a chair and engaged him in conversa- 
tion. One of the detective sergeants 
slipped up bidiind him and jabbed a pin 
into his back about two inches. The 
deaf and dumb man rose straight up 
and yelled: 

"Great God, inspector, what was 
that?" 

"That," said tho inspector, "is my 
cure for dumbness. Git!" 

lie was gone, and seems to have been 
permanently cured. 

Captain UeiUy tells of a m.-in who 
called on him a short time ago with an 
odd complaint. He was a quiet, gen- 
tlemanly person, well advanced in 
years. He said: "lam much troubled 
with large steamboats plowing up and 
down near my house at night. They 
make a great whi.stling and blowing, 
and 1 cannot sleep for them." 

Captain Eeilly suppo.'^ed tho man 
lived near the water front, and said: 

"Where is yoinr home?" 

"1 live on Soventeoenth street, 
twoen Seventh and Eighth ave- 
nues," said he. "The steamboats go up 
and down Seventeenth street. It is 
very annoying." 

"It must be," said Captain Eeilly. 
"I'll have it stopped." 

The next day he sent around and told 
the man that he had had the steamboats 
slopped. -A. few days afterward tlie 
man called and thanked liiin. "They 
have stopped entirely," said he, ''and I 
can never repay you." 

"That's all right," said the police 
olncer. "Seventeenth street is not a 
w.itor thormighfare and we never could 
allow it. You will not be disturbed 
any more." 

Dr. Douglas, of the insane board at 
the HoUevuo hospital, says that these 
coses are generally difficult to detect. A 
few days ago a yoting German woman 
was brought to the a.sylum to be exam- 
ined as to lier sandy. They watched 
her niglit and day for five days, and she 
neither said nor did anytiiing out of the 
way. The sixth day she told the nurse 
eonlidontially that God had appeared to 
her in a vision, and had told her to go and 
marry a certain white-haired old man 
wdio would meet her in a certain place. 
She complained bitterly of the hardness 
of a lot udiieh wcuild compel her to 
waste her youthful charms, but she 
said shi- must do as the Lord bade her.

New Vor.K, July 15. — Warden Brown, 
of Sing Sing penitentiary, filed his certifi- 
cates of death in tho case of murderers 
Slocum, Smiler, Wood and Jugiro, with 
County Cierk Gregor to-dny. The cerlili- 
cates are mere announcements that the 
sentence of the law has been executed. 
Attached to them are the death warrautn 
and the signatures of the witnesses to the 
execution. Attached to tho certificate in 
Jugiro 's case was a statement signed by 
l)rs. McDonald and Ward, who ulleiidcd 
the autopsies. Tho full text follows: — 
"The undersigned having served as pliysi- 
sicians at the execution by electricty this 
morning, of .lames G. Sloeum, Harris A. 
Smiler, Jos. Wood ana Shenick Jugiro, at 
the prison under your cluirge, hereby sub- 
mit, at your request, the following report 
of their observations : First, — All of the 
condemned men walked into the execution 
room unrestrained, with firmness and with- 
out assistance, seated themselves in turn 
in the electric chair, without the slightest 
protest or resistance, and gi nlly submitted 
to tlie adjustment of the retaining straps 
1 electrodes. .Second, — In each c.ise uneon- 
•seiousness was produced instantly by the 
elot-iiie of the circuit ; it was coinjileie and 
without interruption until the licuirt's ac- 
tion bad entirely ceased and death had cer- 
tainly occurred. In each case death was 
manifestly puinless. In compliance witli the 
statute, an autopsy was made in cacli case 
assoonas practicable by Ur. IraT. Vangeisen, 
of New York, in our pre.-cnce anil under our 
supervision, with the results of revealing 
the same gross changes in tbo blood and tis- 
sue previously observed in cases of death by 
the action of strong electrical currents. 
Speeimena, especially of the blood ami of 
the nervous system, were taken to \'angei- 
^en's oliice, for the purpose of careful micro- 
scopic examiniition, am! the results will be 
forwarded to you as soon as such examina- 
tions are completed. In conclusion, allow 
US to congratulate you on the completeness 
in the details of your preliminary arrange- 
ment, in the uniform good order and de- 
corum which prevailed during the tryhig 
ordeal, and on the resulting demonstration 
of the rapidity and painlessness of this 
method of inflicting the death penalty.

For some time past Mr. Edgar Marvin, 
Vicc-Coiisul of the United States in Vic- 
toria, has 1 cen noticeably out of health and 
spirits, and at times, especially of late, it 
Una been rxcecdiugly difficult for him to at- 
t'.'nd to his ordinary btisimss. Indeed, for 
s 'vcral days, he has been confined to his 
house ; but, on Monday, be had recovered 
• 1 much as to be out upon the streets. On 
Tuesday, however, a re-action set in, which 
r.^sultcd in several attacks of hemorrhage ol 
the liver, front which he died yester- 
diy morning. Mr. Marvin was born in 
Syracuse, Xew Vorlc Et.ilc, in 1S21, 
culling out to Culifornia in 1 H.IS, arriving 
and eatablishing biilisclf in Victoria in ISG'J, 
He V a . thus well entitled to coiisiilcratic n 
as a pioneer of lirititli Columbia, to whose 
interests, though he Cfiiitinuod to be an 
American citizen, lie was thoroughly de- 
voted, lie bud l)ien for eome years Vice 
Cenaul of tho Uai'ed litates in tliis city, 
and was prominently eoiiiieoted with many 
of the enterprises and associations with 
which his lollow-counlrynien arc con- 
nected. His was one of the most 
familiar figures in the city, and, though by 
no menus a demonstrative man, those at all 
acirjuaiuted with him appreciateil his many 
excellent qualities. He established years 
ago the extensive hardware house now 
kno*n as that of Marvin & Tilton, on 
Wliasf street, and in connection with it as 
wtdl as oilier out side enterprises in which 
ho took part, developed the (|ualitie3 of a 
straight forward and enterprising business 
man. He leaves two sons, Messrs. Edgar 
<nd William, his wife having died a few 
years ago. The news of jMr. Marvin's de- 
ecise, so soon as it became known, was 
spoken of wilh the deepest regret, and the 
hoisting of the U. S. Hag at Hit! Consulate 
and other places was a well-merited tribute 
of respect. Mr. Mar\'in is understood to 
have been insured for a very largo amount.
